Those are
parts of the elty, The elty thinks of them
na realitles, and the visitor who is not in
the city's traditions myst be mode con-
sclous of them,
They must kknow that the real Philadel-
phia is hidden under m vell. Beéneatli the
stroets on which they poss and reposs
there Is another city which a1 slowly but
Inevitably pushing ita wiy upwird, Under
the paving stones there Is the substantial
fabric of what was once a dream and is
how a reality.

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DISAPPEARANCE OF JAMES MORGAN

It Followed His Book on Free Masons—Politicians Seized the Issue
and Formed an Anti-Masonic Party—Its Candidate for
the Presidency Carried Vermont

ERE |s the story of n stonemason
who onece had our natlon by the ears
and out of whose mysterious case thero
grew a strong political party which
threatened to eleet o Prealdent of the
Unlited Btates,

This mechanle's name was James Mor-
gan. He plied his trade In Batavia, N, Y,
but did not grin a very enviable record
for steady hubits. He was wont to look
upon the wine when it was not only red,
but yvellow, and he did not feel deep pangs
of congcience when he failed to pay his
bills, He worked only when he wished
to and between employments he roved
about with & carefree heart.

He was a native of Virginla and had
fought with Jackson nt New Orleans, an
experience which gave him much oppors
tunity for boasting at the barrooms,
where his score was chalked upon the
shutter,

For some reason he grew to foster a
bitter hatred of the Masonic order, which
before and sinee the eplsode about to be
related has been viewed with general
esteem. He was o man of 60 when his
anti-Masonic bitterness reached the de-
gree of threats to publish o book expoaing
the secrets of the soclety., And although
at first regarded na idle bluster, those
threats materiallzed. The book was
printed at Batavin in 1826, and immedl.
ately caused great Jocal exclitement.
Moat of the leading cltizens there, s else-
whore, weré Masons, and they  resented
Morgun's attack upon thelr beneficont
brotherhood,

Jailed for Larceny

Bhortly afterward, when Morgan was
arrested for debt, he made the accusation
that he was the victim of persecytion at
the hands of the Masons. FHis troubles
then commaenced to multiply in rapld
order. On September 11 a body of strange
men coming from Canandalgun selzed
him and returned with him to that place,
where he was put in jall on a4 charge of
larceny.

At 9 the next night thpse who had ar-
rested him eet him fres, but he had
barely passed out of the jall door when
glx mysterious personages selzed him and
hurried him to & waltng carriage. In
this he was driven hurrledly toward
Rochester, but at various points pn the
road his captors were, by prearrange-
ment, relleved by relays of fust horses,
which rushed the prisoner to Fort Nlag-
ard, s degerted military post at the mouth
of the Nlagura River Here Morgan was
locked up fn the powiler magasine, Be-
yond that polnt his movements have)
never been traced, although the scumen
of the most shrewd minds of the nation
werg concentrated upon the mpystery for
& generstion,

that Morgan had dissppeared, the citizans

Poisonous Gases

Editor of “"Whut Do You Know"—What
is kmown of the nature and use of Dol
sonous gases uged by the Germans?

The guses which have been used from
time to tims since their introduction by the
Germans in an attaeck on the Hritlah before
Yprea In May, 1918, have been deacribed as
chlorine gas and bromine gas. It Is re-
portad that the Rusalans have a new gus,
more powerful than any hitherto used, ca-
pable of overcoming & soldler in epite of
his resplirator. There are varlous ways of
using the gua, It may be brought to the
front In msteel cylinders under enormouy
pressure and released when the wind s
right. Sir John French reportsd that in
the first attack at Ypres the gos was re-
leased from pipes lald before the trenches
and swept over the BHritlah lines In green
clouds 40 feet high. In other cases It has
been raported that the gas was mixed In the
trenches. The effect of the German gas
